Moxnovia, Liberia, May 18, 1896. 
While people of the United States 
are being cocasionally treated to the 
woeſn] tales of nnaacocesfal individuals 
returning from Liberia, it is appropri- 
ate that something should be known of 
the sncceass'ul ones ho do not return, 
nnd of the progressive and hopeful 
features of this little republic, Of the 
majority of those who return to 
America and circulate stories of their 
wmfforings, there is little worthy of 
comment when the methods they pur- 
wed as colonists are known, Without 
-*cbange tn their habits it is es fe to as- 
zum that they will be equally nnsno- 
desskul in the United States or any- 
where els they may go. They are of 
the ne'er do well class, of whom the 
Negro race bas a liberal share. There 
are a fow, however, who have beet in 
good vireumstanccs in Liberia, and 
who, under some peculiar motive or 
haitucination bave taken it into their 
beads to sell out and leave the conn- 
iry. Most of these persous, as well az 
those of the meaner sort, seem to thiuk 
it proper to denonnee Liberia, the 
only oonntry in which their race main- 
tains the dignity of nationality and 
elf govetrument. In some instatroes 
these people come back to Liberia, 
or would come back if possessed 
of the mcans, and then it is 
amuving to hear their denunciation 
of the United States. A Mr. and Mrs. 
B., for instance, a few years ago owned 
a «pug little farm near White Plains 
vettlemout in Monserado county. For 
some reason they became discontented 
with theit surroundings aud were filled 
with «a desire to return to America. 
In their eagerness to get away they 
vold their farm for less than a third of 
Its value, which proved not enough to 
Pay the passage across the ocean for the 
Whole family. It was then decided 
that the husband and elder son should 
ho to the United States and earn the 
balance required for Mrs, B, and the 
other children. But evidently Mr. B. 
found times a little harder than was 
expected, for in his letters he states 
that it will take years to save the necd- 
ed sum and has lately been urging his 
wife to try to raise money to bring him 
back to Liberia, Mrs. B. who had been in 
the habit of denouneing Liberia in 
the worst terms, has now turned her 
tongue against America, and sbe sheds 
bitter tears upon hearing anyone 
speak of the home that had been 8acri- 
need to what seems to bavo been e 
mere whimsical desire for change of 
abode. A somewhat similar case was 
that of « widow owning « farm set in 
youug coffee trees at Forteville settle- 
ment, Grand Bases connty, This wo- 
man, somehow, came to believe 
that America, which sbe hal left 
when a child was a veritable 
paradise and that Liberia was the 
worst place on earth. Being illiterate 
herself, she persistently besieged her 
neighbors to write letters to people in 
America deorying Liberia. In courze 
of time she fonnd a purchaser for her 
farm and she eniled for the United 
States. But little more than a year 
had —* when, letters began to ar- 
rive from her telling of great disap- 
pointments and advising everyoue to 
stay in Liberia as America was no 
good. Her neighbors who had been 
bothered so much with her tirades 
against Liberia, with grim satisfaction 
wrote her that the purchaser of her 
arm was now gathering over six thon- 
rand pounds of coffee per year from 
the very trees her husband had planted. 
o now sends frequent letters in- 
quiring if there is any law by which 
vhe might gain possession of the land 
if che returned to Liberis, To the 
average foreigner Liberia abounds in 
material for oriticiem.

On 
the table vf well to do citizens there 
will usually be found three or four 
kinds of fresh meat and rarely any 
thing in the nature of fruit, Rico nnd 
ode tubers are reckoned safficinnt to 
go along with the beef, mütton, goat 
and pig. Evep broad Is only an ooca- 
sional item of the menu. When at- 
tavked with boils or billous fever, it is 
enstomary to blame the climate for the 
walady, Reform of diet as a remedy 
for bodily ills is the last thing that oo- 
eurs to the Liberian mind. It is re- 
marked as dizoonraging in & land 
where the most delicious fruits grow 
almost spontaueously and where they 
may be preserved at & trifling cost to 
Aud the poople, when traveling on 
este occasions, eating oontly jams 
and jellies from foreign countries, 
and where 0ows aro been On ev 
ety kind, in most cases to fiud 
the milk and butter in use to be the 
tinned article from Europe. The op 
portunity is waiting for some one t 
start fruit growing on a large scale in 
Liberia for a prosperous export trade 
in tropical fruits, fresh and canned, 
might be easily worked np. Mesion- 
aries have done much, by way of ex- 
ample, to improve various branches of 
agriculture hore, They might now 
undertake fruit growing aud the im 
provemont of the diet of the people. 
Nowhere else in tbe tropical world is 
animal flesh eaten as in Liberia; no- 
where 80 little of fruit and vegetables 
donsumed. Possibly diet rather than 
climate is responsible for the torpidity 
of the Liberians. Their want of enter- 
prise and their disposition to attacks 
of bilions fever; for the uncivilised na- 
tives, whose diet is chiefly vegetables, 
show a livelier spirit and are less sub- 
jeok to disease. It is urged against 
the Liberians that as bolonists they 
should show a greater natural increase 
of population. This paucity of in- 
ot ease is mainly due ta the exoessive 
mortality resultaut of the coast fevers. 
The Liberian settlements, with two or 
three etoeptions, are within 25 miles 
of the seasbore. This coast belt is ma- 
lartous. It abonnds in ewamps aud 
marshes that engender deadly fevers 
during the dry season. Other causes 
inimical to increase of population are 
indifference to the laws of health, pe- 
onliar to the Negro wherever he may 
be domiciled, the want of efficient doo- 
tors and vicious habits which the Li- 
berian youth contract from the barba- 
rons natives. The BLiberiaus have, from 
these causes, never developed a surplns 
population with which to extend their 
settlements back into the healtbfal in- 
terior country. A factor which has 
militated zevercly against Liberia en- 
terprise is loss of the native trade. 
This trade, now greatly reduced be- 
cause of the decline in prices of na- 
tive products, formerly afforded a 
business that engaged the attention of 
every man of energy and made many 
prosperons and wealthy citizens. Eng- 
lish and German merchants have with- 
in recent years established themselves 
in every Liberian port of entry, and 
they deal directly with the natives — 
exchavging manufactured goods for 
their eoffve, palm oil and fiber, dye 
wood, ete, The Liberian as a middle 
min in the exchange of these com- 
modities has nearly oeased to exist, 
and that position he is never likely to 
recover, For, irrespeotive of the hold 
which the Europeans have gained, each 
native tribe has now 8hrewd merchants 
of its own, some of whom are well ed- 
neated in English, and even order 
their goods direct from London and 
Hamburg. Loss of the trade gave the 
Liberian colonists a backset which 
they are jast beginning to recover 
from. Being intellectually torpid and 
slow to adapt themselves to the changed 
eonditions, they blundered and suf- 
fered until fioally they disoovered a 
new resource iu coffee farming. Oue 
after another of those who bad dis- 
dained to own land began buying and 
cleaning up as many acres as their 
means would admit of. Then there 
were lessons to be learned in 
coffee raising. The earliest farmers 
set their scious from six to eight feet 
apart.

The average annual 
yield of full grown trees is one pound 
per tree. But there are ococasionally 
found trees that yield as much ns 
thirty pounds (30 Ibo) of cleaned coffee 
In one year, It remains for some ons 


make all the teeth of a farm thus pro- 
dictive, Under the older system of 
transplanting, the scions did not begin 
to bear before the Ffth year; under the 
aystom at present in vogue thrifty gcions 
Fill bear in from two to three years, 
There are several varieties of Liberian 
coffe, and these are being studied 
with regard to their bearing qualities. 
Very little has been done in improving 
the method of pniping or bülling cof- 
tee, the implements in common use 
being the wooden mortar aud pestle, 
Tho berries are dried, crushed in a 
mortar and rnbbed through a sieve— 
all being done laboriously by hand, A 
zeal for coffee farming has now fairly 
taken hold of every 026, and from 
coast line to the frontier settlements 
large tracts of land arc to bs seen, 
from which the primitive forest bas 
rbcently Boon crit and burned away; 
aud where the bright green leaves of 
coffee scions are shooting upward. 
Young men, instead of scekiog posi- 
tions in trading firms as they did some 
few years ago, are taking to tho forest 
or to clearing off the undergrowth of 


abandoned kugar plantations and 
placing their hopes on coffee, Men of 
means are acquiring land in large 


bodies, clearing it and planting coffe. 
Some of the more enterprising ones 
already have hundreds of acres plant- 


to discover what element is nveded to} and 


ed in coffee trees. The northern conn- 
ties, Montsera lo and Grand Bassa, are 
far in the lead in this industry; not 
that the "leeward” counties, Sinoe 
and Maryland, are less adapted to the 
produetion of coffee, but because the 
former are comparatively free from 
hostile natives, while the latter are 
overrun by these barbarians whose es- 
pecial delight is in destroying the 
works of civilized mau. For ser 
eral years a flerce trbil war 
raged on the northern - frontier, cre- 
ating famine and pestilence through- 
ont largo districts, but hostilities 
bave now ceascd, and their is no like- 
likood of their being revived at an 
early date, Padewaulu, the last of a 
quartet of bloodthirsty chieftans, who 
long kept the Veys aud westeru Mandin- 
goes involved in fratricidal war, paid 
the death penalty at Monrovis on April 
ITth last, and his demise gave joy to 
Liberiaus aud natives alike. In Sinos 
and Maryland connties the Greboes, a 
powerfal and nurnly tribe, has been 
carrying on an intermittent war with 
the Liberian government, which, while 
farcical enough as far as casns'itips 
are concerned, is nevertheless a serions 
deterrent to agricultural enterprise. 
A labor problem has lately begun to 
agitate the farmers of the northern 
connties, The practices of *fredeeming” 
children, i. e.: the payment to native 
parents of a sum amounting to about 
fifteen dollars apiece for their little 
ones until they come of age, has bith- 
erto been the main souree of Liberian 
help; but the aunihilatiou of many 
fornilies in the recent wars has made 
children searee aud hard to obtain. 
The free native, though giving his sor- 
vices for twenty-five cents a day or 
less, is a very nasatis'actory laborer, 
requiring the continnal supervision of 
his employer. The Liberiaus are awake 
to the need of a general civilized popn- 
lation, from which laborers may be 
drawn. They are also alive to the 
necessity of having colonies established 
in the fertile hill country of the inte- 
rior. Bat where are the colonists to 
oo from? Not from tho coast popu- 
lationr, for it has none to spare. 
Not from the natives, for they 
hate eivilization and cling tena- 
cionsly to tne barbario life 
of their ancestors, The Liberians are 
looking expectantly toward America 
for colonists, They realize that with- 
out immigration their prospects of 
peopling the lands of tho interior are 
slender, Believing that England, 
France and Germany are viewing with 
wolfish eyes their virgin forests, their 
rich soil and the possible mineral 
wealth of the country, they are ren- 
dered alert and anxious upon the sub- 
jeet of immigration. A peculiar riyal- 
ry that exists among the different seo- 
tions tends to defeat their interior 
colonization hopes, for every immi- 
grant who arrives from America is set 
upon and persnaded to locate in gome 
oue of tbe coast Settlements, A plan 
for settling immigrants has recently 
been discussed, which, if carried ont, 
will begiu a uew era in Liberian colo- 
nization, that is if the imaigrants 
come, This plan is to build wagon 
roads from the terminns of navigation 
on the St. Paul's and St. John's rivers 
through the forest interiorward, aud 
to survey and parcel out the contigu- 
ons land for colonists. It is proposed 
to build these roads in six mile 8ec- 
tions, and to extend them as fast as 
the land bordering upon them is taken 
up; this process to continus until the 
eastern line of the republio is reached. 
It is expected that after reaching a 
distance of 80w.e two hundred miles 
inlaud tbese roads will become great 
thoroughfares for tho natives and that 
much of their prodace that now goes 
to the Niger river and to Sierra Leone 
will come to Liberian ports for ship- 
mont to Europe. Tt is difficult trans- 
portation that affords the greatest 
drawback to opening up of the interior 
country, Owing to the continuous 
increase in altitude of the lands back- 
ward from the const, the rivers all 
abound in rocky and precipitous falls 
that usually commenee in from ten to 
twenty-five miles from tho sea, 80 that 
even the larger streams are of little 
zervice for carrying the produce av 

tho ties of colonists., The

the coast settlers. This belief is war 
ranted by the fact that throughout the 
whole length of Liberia at the back of 
a twonty-five mile zone of hot and 
unheälthy lowland is a hill country of 
salubrious climate and of soil that is 
unsurpassed in fertility, At Careys- 
bargh and Arthington, settlements 
bordering on this hill country, the 
people show a notable superiority in 
physique and in enterprise over those 
near the coast. Domestic animals are 
also improved in these kill settlemonts, 


and there are several kinds 
of the feathered tribe that can 
barely eFigt on the codet which 


thrive well and aro profitable 
to raise here. Boaotwacd from these 
frontier settlements the land riges 
steadily until terminating in the pla- 
tean known as the Kong monntains, 
from whence an eastern slope and the 


valley of the Niger have their begin- 
ning. There a new climate is met 
with and broad arid plains are found 
instead of tho dense forests of the 
land toward the sea. This 
conntry of tho Pessa and eastern 
Mandingo tribes, whose ivory, gold 
and cattle and horses, the optim- 
is tie Liberians believe, when their 
contemplated roads are complete, will 
come to them and contribute to the 
prosperity of their eettlements and 
toward the revival of their coast trade.

This conntry possemsipy as it docs 
first, such a vast amujfint of prolific 
territory; second, such a betwork of 
railways conneoting all of the mo*t 
important cities aud towns with each 
other ; third, our great m»jestic streams 
of liquid purity, that tun to the gulf, 
tothe Pacific and to the Atlantic, where 
connection is made with vessels in for- 
eigu trade and thereby enbanoing our 
position among the commercial marts 
of the eivilised world. : 
The great ſustitutions of leatning 
that bave made this conntry famons 
for sending ont into the world men, 
who, by their matchless eloquenee and 
portrayal of simple truths, have occa- 
$ioned the thinking world to stand with 
exalted admiration and gaze with un- 
limited surprise at tho heaven- 
born wrestlers with material fact— 
Yale, Harvard, Princeton, Wilberforce 
—those places that are the refleetion 
of Oxford, Berlin aud tho schools of 
Paris, This country, with its unmcas- 
nred wealth and almost fabulous re- 
sources; this so called land of the 
free and home of the brave.” 

Being « country, a reasonable se- 

quence is that there must be a govern- 
ment. And a goverument is the au- 
thoritative administration of the af- 
fairs of a state or other community. 
There are several obasses of govern- 
ment, the monarchical—absolute and 
limited—republican, and several oth- 
ers we might mention, but as we are 
not giving a paper on political geo- 
graphy we desist. 
Now, the U. 8. government is a 
most peenliar kind. It is not inoladed 
in any of the olasses mentioned in po- 
litioal geography, but could be olassi- 
fied as follows; A weak, one-sided, 
bybrid, cansed by the amalgamation 
of weak-kneed Republicanism and des- 
potio Democracy, spiked or colored by 
a dash of imbecile Populism. 

A. Lincoln, in his address, Nov. 19, 
63, delivered at Gettysburg, made use 
of the following langnage: It is 
rather for ns that wo bighly resolve 
that these dead shall not have died in 
vain; that this nation, under God, shall 
have a new birth of freedom—and 
that government of the people, by tho 
people, for the people, sball not perish 
from the earth. 

The enunciated prineiples of that 
great man are not carried ont, Either 
the Negro of the United States is not 
a part of the people, or it is the wilful 
and malicious intentions of the Cau- 
casian to forever subjagate the dark- 
skinned races of the earth. 

Why, is this wrong? Upon what 
basis do the Afro-Americans establish 
their rights for better usage? Ulti- 
mately what is the duty of the gov- 
ernment in the premises? In reply to 
the questions in their order, I say it is 
wrong: Because, the Negro is one of 
the fire sons of God, baving been 
bleesed with the same form, with a 
mind, with a soul and all cf the attri- 
butes noticeable in God's highest ani- 
mal creation, Blessed with à fertile 
imagination, that strongest and most 
imperious of our faculties, Whose 
eoarings from earth to heaven may be 
reckoned among the indications of 
power beyond the grave, delights in 
the bold, the commanding, the superb. 
He is tractable, docile and not re- 
vengefnl, His is a life filled with sor- 
rows innumerable, yet withal be smiles 
and tries to feel coutent. He is some- 
times like Edward Young, who said; 
„My grief is but my grandeur in die- 
guise and digcontent is immortality.” 

It is wrong again, to mistreat him 
even on account of the Golden Rule as 
set forth by the soriptares and even 
taught by Confucins five centuries be- 
fore Christ, and also by Hiller, the 
Jew. Yet the United States govern- 
ment thinks that the word others“ 
bas no reference to the Hamitic degoen- 
dants residing within its borders. The 
recent decision of the United States 
supreme court, declaring the Civil 
Rights Act nnconstitutional was aimed 
only at the Negro of the United States. 
The action of the same august(?) body 
concerning the separate coach law is 
another type of its malignity, The 
deoigion of the same body con- 
cerning jarors“ is another wrong per- 
perpetrated against a barmless aud 
unprotected class of humble and loyal 
citizens. 

And we might go on and ennmerate 
many other instances to show that this 
great government has no thought of 
ns more than mnles or other beasts of 
burden. 

The following is the basis upon 
which the Afro-American bases his 
righttyfor recognition at the hands of 
the government: 

Ist. He was not to blame for his ap- 
pearance on this soil, having been 
brought here in 1619 and sold as a 
alave, which was the beginning of that 
pernicions practice which was carried 
on in this country for 246 years, 

Horace Manu says: Euslave a man, 
and you destroy bis ambition, his eu- 
terprise, his capacity, In the consti- 
tntion of humau nature, the desire of 
bottering one's condition is the main- 
spring of effort. The first touch of 
8'avery 80aps this spriug.“ 

Now, this government uses the Ne- 
gro as a child does & toy; takes it, 
fondles it and then breaks it to pieces, 
Ou the 9th of April, '65, the chains of 
positivo slavery were severed, yet, in 
tho past few years it has gradually 
been binding us until now we can 
.scarcely move hand or foot, and will 
soon be in a state of negative servi- 
tude, 

Homer saye: Jove fixed it certain 
that whatever day men makes a slave, 
takes balf bis worth away,” In 1619 
we have the first authentic case, and 
in 1670, servants in Virginia were de- 
olared slaves for their lives. Thro' no 
error of his own, the Negro was en- 
zlaved and made work in this conntry 
as a chattel, and improved the countr 
south by actual cultivation, and nor 
by furniching tho wherewithal to run 
its factories and turn its spindles, 

Bo it eaid to our oredit and inverted 
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serving and voting at 
And yet in this country, w 
done most for its npbnilding, 
more for its cause, he is mal 
and soorned, both privately and pub- 
liely, by individuals and by the na- 
flonal government. 
France from the dark Decomber of 
her destiny, bas come forth olothed in 
tho green garniture of blooming 

ringtims, aud a man's « man for a 
that.” 
tftafy, the land of love, of liberty 
and song, bebolds as new lustte in her 
cernlean sky, and the Negro can study 
art, musio, Ste., without the fear of 
personal ostracism. 
Panhelleninm of old Greece 
that used to ring with the thunders of 
Pericles, the eloquence of Aeschines and 
the Phillippics of Demosthenes bave 
again quickened with new vitality, and 
the Negro is welocme, twice welcome. 
The land of philosophy, mystic Ger- 
many, whose fertile mind gave birth 
to the mighty engine, which gives 
wings to wisdom that it may fly to ev- 
ery home and hamlet on earth ; makes 
knowledge public y, that all 
may obtain and render her «prings im- 
perishable; a chariot whose wheels 
are winged with lightning that the 
revelation of a heaven may fly and 
epread over the earth like the electric 
clouds that mantle her catopy, throws 
open her doors to the Negro, and Du- 
bois and others have entered. 
Continental Europe is vocal with 
the melodies and rings out the echoes 
of this spirit from a thousand moun- 
tains aud valleys, while her old deso- 
lated plains, erstwhile erimsoned with 
the gore of a thonsand battles, are 
blooming all over with this rose of the 
celestial Sharon, The night has rolled 
away, the morning's broke and gilds 
the eastern hilltops and the sable son 
of Afries is acconnted for his moral, 
intellectual and financ'al worth. 

Even Asia has awakened from a 
deep sleep of centuries and looks with 
wonder on this shining morning. 

The sealed casket of the Japanese 
heart is unlocked and the mist of its 
mind rolls np and melts away befor 

this bright altar of eternity. . 

Bat it is left for America, whero 
magnetiem bas its strongest pole, where 
it is said Liberty is leagned with 
law,” and where science sways the 
trident of empire, where it learned the 
lightning and with electric keys un- 
locked the chambers of angelic life, 
and spoke with the spirits of the 
spheres, Where it has lettered the 
lightning's wing and bid speed o'er 
the peopled earth that all may read 
their progress, and the immortality of 
their love; and it bas gilded the sea 
girt isle of Britain and made her great 
pulsations beat the march of immortal 
lifo to the nations of men, through 
the vibrations of her commereial ar- 
teries, and yet—oh, America! thon 
hast been and art now cursing the Ne- 
gro. America is gradually fastening 
the links of degradation upon us that 
it will take decades to unloose. 

Prof. Hitchoock, in his great book, 
„The Religion of Geology, in speak- 
ing of the influence of light upon 
bodies and of the formation of pictures 
upon them by means of it, says: It 
seems that this photographic influence 
pervades all nature, nor can we say 
where it stops. We do not know but 
it may imprint upon the world around 
us our features as they ure modified 
by various passions and thus fill na- 
ture with daguerrotype impressions 
of all our actions that are performed 
in daylight.” Now, if this be true, 
what sad pictures are depicted upon 
some rocks; some trees and some 
stones have the reflected images of 
slaves under the lash of ornel task- 
masters, of men shot down, and wo- 
men beaten on account of their virtu- 
ons habits, and even now the silent 
photographer of nature is receiving 
impressions of the contorted features 
of persons lynched, eto., which this 
good government has the power of 
stopping if it would. 

Last. What is the duty of the gov- 
ernment to this weak member of the 
nation? 

Ist. Let such acts of legislation be 
passed that will not diseriminate 
against a person on acconnt of race, 
color or previous condition, and when 
laws are enacted see that they are im- 
partially enforced. See that public 
conveyances and publio inns shall give 
to every man, woman and child euch 
accommodations as their *oleanliness, 
general behavior and amount of 
finance demand. 

See that gome remedy is prepared 
to cure this nation of the lynching 
soourge and of attacks of bilions in- 
justice. 

See that some way is opened for 
the amelioration of the condition of 
our people (Negroes) in Sonth Caro- 
lins and Mississippi especially, and 
throughout its whole borders gene- 
rally. 

And then, instead of thinking of Af- 
rica or any other ca, we can stay 
here, amass wealth, serve God, raise 
ohildren, think of heaven and prepare 
for eternity. 

Where we shall all soon fall in the 
embraces of as sweet sleep and serene 
slumber, from which in the great 
morning we shall wake up to meet our 
friends again in higher and happier 
realms of life; where God's influity of 
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ration; one is 
other and both illimitsble, aud though 
we follow science as the footsteps of 
God, and would analyze the higher 
heavens and anatomize the angel life 
and analyze the deep arcans of all 
hereafter, we yet must know that mys- 
tery and wonder will ever rise above 
aud hover around our heads as the 
sunlight dazzles our physical eyes. 
Then the government will be just and 
the Negro at home—sweet, everlasting 
home.

The World's Supply of Camphor. 


Soientizts are already wondering 
where the world will get its future 
supply of camphor, says The Drug- 
gist. Large quantities of the drug 
are congamed in the manufacture of 
eolluloid, which is now largely used 
as a substitute for tot to ise shell, ivory 
and hord. This has increased the de- 
mand and raised the price. 

Camphor is produced by several 
trees which differ materially in their 
habits, while other trees, closely re- 
lated to them, do not produces the 
drug. Nearly all that is nsel in Eu- 
rope or America is exported from 
Ching or Japan. A specie of tree in 
Borneo prodnoes camphor of a very 
high order, which sells for eighty 
times the price of the common article. 
It is nearly all used in China, where-it 
is estimated as an incense. 

One species of smokeless powder re- 
quires camphor in its formation, but 
1k has never been used in eufficiently 
great quantities to aff-0t the market 
price. The trees from which camphor 
is produced grow slowly. Man is thoir 
greatest enemy, and unless effort is 
made to protect. the trees now living 
and others are planted, future geners- 
tions will have little camphor.
